PLANNING NEEDED 


Proposals being kicked around this week for construction of 
an armory on the Stanford university campus instead of on 
Stanford Village land again underscore the need for thorough 
and immediate planning of Menlo Park’s eventual civic center. 

More than two years ago, the city council set aside land in 
the Burgess Park area for construction of a national guard ar- 
mory. Last year the council renewed the commitment when 
officers of the national guard indicated the armory project might 
soon get under way. 

Meanwhile, in the controversy over disposal of Stanford Vil- 
lage land, the U. S. Army corps of engineers proposed that a 
site there be held for an armory. 

Now we hear that this plan may be junked in favor of a site 
on the campus. 

Original planning visualized the national guard armory as-an 
integral part of the civic center, tying in with the much-discussed 
community center building. 

Further, Mayor Michael L. Belangie some months ago ap- 
pointed a special committee to investigate ways and means of 
securing funds for the construction of that community center 
building. Nothing has been heard from it. 

The chamber of commerce is considering the possibility of 
using a portion of the area for a stadium of various uses—perhaps 
for practice by the San Francisco 49ers, perhaps for community 
festivals. ; 

All these things are mere ideas. We are left wondering and 
talking about them—up on Cloud —until we know if the land 
is there, and if it is there, then how much. 

As soon as the city has on paper its hopes for eventual use of 
the civic center land, the many proposals for its use can come 
down to earth and get started. 

We hope a definite plan soon can be revealed,

The city council has suggested 
to the planning commission a pol- 
icy for offstreet parking back of 
the southerly side of Santa Cruz 
avenue. 


This area was one of the master 
plan_ battlegrounds, for the six 
blocks bounded by Santa Cruz, El 
Camino, Menlo avenue and Uni- 
versity drive was laid out entirely 
in either commercial zoning or off- 
street parking. 

The plan was specific, placing 
each parcel of property in one 
of the two zones. It was hotly 
protested by many of the resi- 
dents and property owners be- 
cause they were unwilling ei- 
ther to pay the substantial as- 
sessments on commercial pro- 
perty remaining, or to give up 
their land for parking. 

The council refused to adopt 
the plan primarily because of the 
hardship we felt it would cause 
some of the residents of the area. 

However, it is obvious that some 
provision must be made for off- 
street parking in this district, for 
the existing commercial area on 
that side of Santa Cruz is in des- 
perate need of parking space. 

And certainly ‘no thought of 
additional commercial zoning 
can be entertained (as some pro- 
perty owners in the area so 
fondly hope) until adequate 
parking is provided for present 
commercial. 

The council has suggested now 
to the planning commission that 
instead of a fixed and rigid plan, 
the policy be adopted of consid- 

ering one-third of the non-com- 
mercial zoning in the area to be 
ultimately parking plaza for pre-! 
sent commercial. | 

The other two-thirds could be! 
considered for ultimate rezoning: 
to commercial with new offstreet: 
parking provided on a one-to-one ' 


basis, the new parking to be de- Red Cross Opens 
signed to integrate with the park-; First Aid Course 


ing for the existing commercial. 
The result would be overall 
parking on a one-to-one basis 
much the same as the master 
plan provided for this district 

The big difference from the 
master plan is that the respective 
areas of commercial and parking 
are not fixed and may be worked} 
out as property owners may them-| 
selves determine. Furthermore,! 
no time schedule is set, and park-! 
ing may be obtained a portion at 
a time, so long as it can ultimately ; 
be coordinated into one or two! 
major parking plazas. 

In this day and age, business 
proverty must have adequate 
parking to preserve its value. The 
city council would be remiss in its 
duty if it permitted creation of 
new commercial areas based upon 
prewar standards of parking.

Recipe for Holiday Cake 


The cake is made weeks before 
Christmas and is kept moist with 
cheese cloth dampened with 
brandy. Following are Mrs. Eisen- 
hart’s guideposts to good dessert- 
ing: 

For the fruit cake use: 

¥% cup shortening 

1 cup light brown sugar 

3 eggs 

2% cup flour 


3 tsp. baking powder 
ly tsp. salt 
’s cup rum 


W% cup milk 

1 cup raisins 

l4 cup nuts 

14 cup each citron or dried cit- 
rus peel and figs. 

Cream shortening; add sugar 
slowly: add beaten eggs, mixing 
well. Sift dry ingredients together 
and add alternately with the rum 
and milk. Stir in the slightly 
floured fruit and pour into greas- 
ed and floured loaf pan. Bake in 
moderate oven at 350 degrees for 
1 hour. 


WRAP IN CLOTH 

After the cake is cooled, re- 
move it from the pan and wrap 
in cheese cloth 
brandy. The trick here, according 
to Mrs. Eisenhart, is to keep the 
cloth only moist—too much: will 
make a soggy cake. 


The best method of applying 
the brandy is to “dust” it on the 
cheese cloth with a small pastry 
brush; this should be done every 
three or four days. 

The old custom in the Eisen- 
hart family was to cut the fruit 
cake on Christmas Eve when 


friends, neighbors and relatives! 


gathered in the house. Pitchers 
of hot chocolate for the childrgn 
and pots of coffeee for the adults 
would be served with the. cake. 

Mrs. Eisenhart still follows the 
custom of her mother, and now 
serves the traditional Christmas 
eake to her children and grand- 
children.
